Mr. Baugh is believed to have 
received that copy of the application because it has not, as of this date, been returned 
as undeliverable. Having received no response or other commvmication following the 
December 17, 2003 mailing, the xmdersigned attomey mailed a follow-up letter to Mr. 
Baugh by certified first class U.S. mail on February 5, 2004. Mr. Baugh signed the 
certified mail receipt for that letter on Febmary 7, 2004, but did not otherwise respond 
to the undersigned attomey. 

On Febmary 20, 2004, the undersigned attomey spoke by telephone with Mr. 
Baugh. During that conversation, Mr. Baugh suggested that he had received the 
application and other papers (including the inventors' declaration form) that were 
mailed to him back in December of 2003, but that he had misplaced them. Thus, on 
February 20, 2004, the undersigned attomey sent Mr. Baugh replacement copies of the 
application and other papers by Federal Express, and those papers are believed to have 
been received by Mr. Baugh on Febmary 21, 2004. However, Mr. Baugh did not 
return the signed inventors' declaration form or any of the other papers sent to him.
